WAS DENIED ON THE GROUNDS THAT ONLY THE FAMILIES CF

OTHER AMERICANS AND I RAISE »SSUES OF WHAN RIGHTS

NATIONS OR OUT OF DISRESPECT FOR THE SOVEREIGNTY OF 
OTHER GOVERNMENTS. WE HAVE UNMET HUMAN RIGBTS MEEDS 
IN THE UNITED STATES, PARTICULARLY INVOLVING 
HOMELESSHESS, liNErtPLOYMENT, ANO LACK OF ADEQUATE 
HEALTH CARE, I AM EQUALLY CONCERNED ABOUT THESE

I KNOW I HAVE RAISED THE SENSITIVE TOPICS Of 
INTERDEPENDENCE ANO HUMAN RIGHTS, AND I AM 
DISCUSSING THESE SAKE ISSUES IN ALMOST TNE SAME 
LANGUAGE WITH CHINESE GOVERNMENT LEADERS DURING MY 
VISIT HERE IN BEIJING.

MY HOPE IS THAT, ON THEIR OUI| INITIATIVE, THE
